Montreal Shriners Hospital 


The Montreal Shriners Hospital is 
perched on Mount Royal, overlooking 
Montreal and the St. Lawrence River. 


The Montreal unit was opened in 
1925, 20 years before the era of the great 
teaching hospitals. Yet, from the opening 
day, the hospital has worked closely with 
McGill University and Université de 
Montréal, believing that as an institution 
that is continually discovering and creating 
new methods of treatment, it has an obliga- 
tion to the world of education. 


As organizations grow and change 
over time, so too do their objectives. When 
Shriners Hospital for Crippled Children was 
founded in 1922, its objective was to pro- 
vide medical care to children with orthopae- 
dic disabilities, primarily polio victims. At 
that time, little was known about crippling 


diseases and only limited help was available 
for these children. 


The Shrine opened its hospitals to 
address this unfamiliar area, and shortly 
after the first Shriners Hospitals were built, 
the field began to advance. Now, 65 years 
later, pediatric orthopaedic care has become 
very specialized. As the field changed, so 
did Shriners Hospitals - growing quickly 
into centers of excellence. With each step 
that was made in orthopaedics, the Shrine 
continued to progress. With the advent of 
the great university hospitals, shortly after 
World War II, the Shrine realized its poten- 
tial to train orthopaedic surgeons and en- 
tered affiliations with medical schools 
throughout North America. By establishing 
its residency programs, the Shrine formally 
added teaching as one of its primary objec- 
tives. 


Research was added to the Shrine's 
agenda in the 1960's when the three Burns 
Institutes opened. In addition to providing 
care and training residents, these hospitals 
were involved in sophisticated research 
projects within the hospitals. By bringing 
formal laboratory research, as well as clini- 
cal research, inside the hospitals, rapid ad- 
vancements were made in the burns care 
field. Realizing the effectiveness of this 
arrangement, the Shrine expanded its for- 
mal research program into its orthopaedic 
units, 


It is important to realize that these 
three goals of patient care, teaching and 
research work together to enhance and im- 
prove the quality of any good hospital - 
including Shriners. Youcan view the Shrines 
commitment to all three as you would a 
three-legged stool - remove any one of the 
legs and the stool will topple.

A SHRINE BOWL HISTORY 


"Fees game marks the fifth anniversary of the Montreal Shrine Bowl, and the event continues to grow 
in stature each year. 


The game's original motto "Strong legs run so weak legs can walk" remains the motivation for the hundreds 
of volunteers who work year round to make the game a successful venture. 


All net proceeds from ticket sales of the Shrine Bow! will go to the Montreal Shriners Hospital for Crippled 
Children on Cedar Avenue. 


The concept of an annual Shrine Bowl game between teams in the O-QIFC is not a new idea. The best 
college football players in the United States have been competing in the East-West Shrine Game for over 
60 years! 


The East-West game is America's oldest all-star game and second only to the Rose Bowl among post- 
season games. Played for the benefit of the Shriners Hospitals for Crippled Children, the East-West game 
has raised more than $10 million for the 22 Shriners Hospitals in the United States, Canada and Mexico. 
Concordia's Paul Vajda became the first Quebec player to participate in the prestigious all-star game this 
past January. 


The first two Shrine Bowl contests could have just as well been renamed the "Mike Soles-Ron Aboud Show". 
In the 1987 game, Soles ran for 197 yards on 13 carries to account for over half of the Redmen total offense, 
while Aboud collected 120 total yards, including 94 rushing. McGill went on to win eight of their next nine 
games and a Vanier Cup Championship. 


In the 1988 match-up, Soles was the McGill sparkplug once again, scoring 3 touchdowns as the Redmen 
recorded a 27-7 win, the largest margin in the game's history. 


Bishop's scored a dramatic come-from-behind victory as they defeated Concordia 15-9 in 1989. The 
Gaiters scored 12 unanswered points in the fourth quarter behind the spectacular running of Keith Kelly. 


The Stingers are looking for their second consecutive Bowl victory after registering an exciting 27-15 victory 
over McGill last year. McGill, behind the inspirational play of Steve Papp and the running and passing of 
Yanik Préfontaine, took a 15-0 lead in the third quarter. However, Aboud took charge in the second half 
as Concordia scored 27 unanswered points in the last 21 minutes of the game.
